and Lofs of the Traders refiding here, and others his 


| Majetly’s Britifh Subjeéts concern’d therein, and to the 


Terror of the Inhabitants of the Maritime Parts of this 
Colony ; 

And whereas the Honourable the Prefident and Coun- 
cil, for preventing, as much as in them lies, any future 
Depredations from them, and for fecuring the Maritime 
Parts of this Colony from their Infults, have deter- 
mined, with all Expedition, to fit out Two Sloops for 
his Majefty’s Service, as Private Sloops of War, to an- 
noy the Enemy, as Occafion fhall offer :
